I  persortSlly  believe  that 
nothing  less  than  an  actual  fac¬ 
ing  of  the  facts  including  both 
vital  problems  and  significant 
programs  can  be  a  satisfactory 
emphasis  on  the  rural  church 
movement.  One  of  the  pitfalls 
has  been  sentimentality.  Too 
frequently  the  speaker  on  rural 
church  emphasis  merely  remin¬ 
isces  with  a  great  deal  of  rtos- 
talgia  about  the  glories  of  the 
past. 

A  second  danger  is  the  incli¬ 
nation  of  the  condescending  to¬ 
ward  rural  churches.  A  person 
once  said  to  me  “Yes  we  must 
do  something  about  the  dear 
little  country  churches.”  I  do 
not  care  for  someone  to  stoop 
down  and  express  a  condescend¬ 
ing  attitude  in  order  to  help 
me.  Rural  people  are  too  in- 
dpprrntrTTt  to  appreciate  ITTTs" 
kind  of  approach. 

No  Easy  Solutions

INTRODUCTION.  As  nearly
